I have a Norcal 40a I got the kit from Wilderness a month or so ago, been 
having a blast with it everything has seemed to work from day one. Just 
tonight I've noticed that when I tune around and start to get close to a big 
signal the receive seems to distort the signal for a second but clears up if 
I stop tunning. Also seems to clear up if I get right on the freq of the 
other station. It makes the other station sound like their rig is breaking 
up, But only last a very short time. I thought maybe it was ALC, I've never 
had a rig with ALC and thought this might be "Receiver Popping" but it 
sounds more like distortion. 

I've tried headphones, and speakers it seems to to the same. Just tried it 
again, gets very strong distored sounds as I tune to a big signal but if I 
stop tuning the signal gets clean right away.
